Sir: 

In  compliance  with  the  ordinances,  the  Trustees  of 
the  Hospital  Department  present  the  following  report 
of  its  condition  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1956. 

This  is  the  ninety-third  annual  report  of  the  Hospital 
Department,  which  consists  of  the  Main  Hospital,  the 
South  Department  for  contagious  diseases,  the  Sana- 
torium Division,  the  Long  Island  Division,  and  the 
East  Boston  Relief  Station.  The  Haymarket  Square 
Relief  Station  has  been  in  the  custody  of  the  Public 
Buildings  Department  since  May,  1938.  The  West  De- 
partment was  transferred  to  the  Public  Works  Depart- 
ment February,  1939. 

On  June  1,  1954,  the  Long  Island  Hospital  was  trans- 
ferred from  the  Institutions  Department  and  became  the 
Long  Island  Division  of  the  Hospital  Department. 
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Mr.  Stuart  C.  Rand,  who  was  appointed  to  the  Board 
of  Trustees  in  May,  for  the  term  ending  April  30,  1961, 
died  on  October  6,  1956. 

Expenditures 

The  total  expenditures  for  all  departments  of  the 
hospital,  excepting  the  Sanatorium  and  Long  Island 
Divisions,  during  the  fiscal  year  were  $12,990,183.66. 
Of  the  total  operating  expenses,  $11,064,420.02  was 
expended  on  the  hospital  proper  and  its  subdivisions, 
$994,602.14  on  account  of  the  Out-Patient  Department, 
$823,902.35  on  account  of  the  South  Department,  and 
$107,259.15  on  account  of  the  East  Boston  Relief 
Station. 

Of  the  amount  spent  on  the  Pathological  Laboratory, 
$321,048.62,  $288,943.76  is  included  in  the  hospital 
proper  expenditures,  $22,473.40  in  the  Out-Patient  De- 
partment, and  $9,631.46  in  the  South  Department 
expenditures.  The  entire  amount  spent  on  the  Thorn- 
dike  Memorial  Laboratory,  $228,924.42,  is  included  in 
the  hospital  proper  expenditures.  Of  the  $580,465.37, 
total  amount  spent  on  the  X-Ray  and  Photographic- 
Department ,  $319,255.95  is  charged  to  the  hospital 
proper,  $255,404.77  to  the  Out-Patient  Department, 
and  $5,804.65  on  account  of  the  South  Department.  Of 
the  total  amount  spent  on  the  Department  of  Physical 
Therapeutics,  $47,116.98,  $25,443.17  is  charged  to  the 
hospital  proper,  $21,202.64  to  the  Out-Patient  Depart- 
ment, and  $471.17  to  the  South  Department.  Of  the 
amount  spent  on  the  Department  of  Immunology, 
$8,165.30,  $81.65  is  charged  to  the  hospital  proper,  and 
$8,083.65  to  the  Out-Patient  Department.  Of  the 
amount  spent  on  the  Biochemical  Laboratories, 
$309,423.07,  $263,009.61  is  charged  to  the  hospital 
proper,  $43,319.23  to  the  Out-Patient  Department,  and 
$3,094.23  to  the  South  Department.  Of  the  amount 
spent  on  the  Department  of  Surgical  Research, 
$31,589.45,  $15,794.72  is  charged  to  the  hospital  proper 
and  $15,794.73  to  the  Out-Patient  Department.  Of  the 
amount  spent  on  the  Department  of  Dentistry,  Oral 
Surgery  Service,  $20,094.13,  $1,205.65  is  charged  to  the 
hospital  proper,  $18,687.54  to  the  Out-Patient  Depart- 
ment, and  $200.94  to  the  South  Department.  Of  the 
amount  spent  on  the  Department  of  Inhalational 
Therapy,  $5,248.11,  $5,090.67  is  charged  to  the  hospital 
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proper  and  $157.44  to  the  Out-Patient  Department.  Of 
the  amount  spent  on  the  Department  of  Social  Work, 
$207,295.39,  $118,158.37  is  charged  to  the  hospital 
proper,  $82,918.16  to  the  Out-Patient  Department,  and 
$6,218.86  to  the  South  Department.  Of  the  amount 
spent  in  ascertaining  the  settlement  of  patients,  $199.58, 
$193.59  was  spent  on  the  hospital  proper  and  $5.99  on 
the  South  Department. 

In  Table  Xo.  2  the  expenditures  of  the  hospital 
proper  and  the  South  Department  are  combined  under 
the  title  "Main  Hospital." 

Paying    Patients 

During  the  past  year  there  has  been  collected  for  the 
care  and  treatment  of  patients  of  all  classes,  excepting 
those  at  the  Sanatorium  and  Long  Island  Divisions,  the 
sum  of  $3,126,596.50.

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Contracts 

The  contract  of  Thomas  F.  McDonough,  in  the  esti- 
mated amount  of  $12,500,  for  architectural  services  in 
connection  with  alterations  and  additions  to  Pediatric 
Building,  Premature  Unit,  dated  December  11,  1953,  was 
canceled.  No  payments  were  made  to  the  contractor 
in  1956. 

The  contract  of  Portland  Elevator  Company,  Inc.,  in 
the  amount  of  $2,160.84,  for  maintenance  of  elevators, 
Vose  House  A  and  B,  dated  April  20,  1955,  was  com- 
pleted and  accepted,  and  final  payment  in  the  sum  of 
$720.28  was  made  to  the  contractor.

The  contract  of  Remington  Rand,  Inc.,  in  the  amount 
of  $2,035.80,  for  expansion,  correcting  of  errors,  com- 
bining and  banding  of  duplicates,  etc.,  Soundex  file, 
Out-Patient  Department,  Sections  S,  T,  U,  V  and  W, 
dated  June  9,  1955,  was  completed  and  accepted,  and 
final  payment  was  made  to  the  contractor. 

The  contract  of  Parkman  Construction  Company, 
Inc.,  in  the  amount  of  $23,781.42,  for  alterations  and 
renovations  to  underground  sanitary  and  storm  drains, 
including  installation  of  electric  lighting  in  tunnels, 
Medical  Building,  dated  July  11,  1955,  and  amended 
November  16,  1955,  was  completed  and  accepted,  and 
final  payment  in  the  sum  of  $9,382.32  was  made  to  the 
contractor. 

The  contract  of  A.  B.  Stanley  Company,  Inc.,  in  the 
amount  of  $14,000,  for  furnishing  and  installing  scien- 
tific laboratory  equipment  in  laboratories  on  ground 
floor  of  Pavilion  Building,  dated  August  4,  1955,  was 
completed  and  accepted,  and  final  payment  was  made 
to  the  contractor.

The  contract  of  Jackson  &  Moreland,  in  the  amount 
of  $19,000,  for  furnishing  a  properly  qualified  resident 
engineer  and  furnishing  certain  other  planning  and 
supervisory  services  in  connection  with  emergency 
repairs  and  replacements  to  Power  Plant  and  steam 
distribution  system,  dated  August  10,  1955,  and  amended 
July  12,  1956,  has  not  as  yet  been  completed.  The  sum 
of  $18,637.07  was  paid  on  account  to  the  contractor. 

The  contract  of  Curtin  &  Riley,  in  the  estimated 
amount  of  $25,800,  for  architectural  services  in  con- 
nection  with  alterations  to   various  operating  rooms, 
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laboratories  and  patient  areas,  various  buildings,  dated 
September  7,  1955,  has  not  as  yet  been  completed.  The 
sum  of  $12,556.73  was  paid  on  account  to  the  contractor. 

The  contract  of  P.  J.  Riley  &  Company,  in  the  amount 
of  $162,000,  for  repairs  and  replacements  to  Power 
Plant  and  steam  distribution  system,  dated  September  7, 
1955,  and  amended  August  9,  1956,  has  not  as  yet  been 
completed.  The  sum  of  $106,626.78  was  paid  on  account 
to  the  contractor. 

The  contract  of  James  E.  McCusker  Co.,  in  the 
amount  of  $1,260,  for  alterations  and  additions  to 
exhaust  system  of  fume  hoods,  Thorndike  Building, 
dated  September  12,  1955,  was  completed  and  accepted 
and  final  payment  in  the  sum  of  $1,260  was  paid  to  the 
contractor. 

The  contract  of  General  Electric  X-Ray  Corporation, 
in  the  amount  of  $1,850,  for  repairs  to  Paco  developing 
machine  in  Main  X-Ray  Department,  dated  Septem- 
ber 15,  1955,  was  completed  and  accepted,  and  final 
payment  in  the  sum  of  $185  was  made  to  the  contractor. 

The  contract  of  J.  M.  McCusker  Associates,  in  the 
amount  of  $3,567.50,  for  engineering  services  in  connec- 
tion with  alterations  and  repairs  to  various  water  and 
sewer  lines,  signal  systems,  pumps,  catch  basins,  and 
sewer  ejectors,  various  buildings  and  locations,  dated 
September  22,  1955,  was  completed  and  accepted,  and 
final  payment  made  to  the  contractor. 

The  contract  of  J.  M.  McCusker  Associates,  in  the 
estimated  amount  of  $6,000,  for  engineering  services  in 
connection  with  alterations  in  the  exhaust  hoods  and 
ducts  and  to  perform  certain  plumbing,  heating  and 
other  work  in  basement  of  Medical  Building,  dated 
September  22,  1955,  has  not  as  yet  been  completed.  The 
sum  of  $2,400  was  paid  on  account  to  the  contractor. 

The  contract  of  Cavanagh  &  Murphy,  in  the  amount 
of  $6,800,  for  repair  of  air  conditioning  installation  on 
ninth  floor  of  Dowling  Building,  dated  October  5,  1955, 
was  completed  and  accepted,  and  final  payment  in  the 
sum  of  $5,395.68  was  made  to  the  contractor,  that  being 
the  actual  contract  price. 

The  contract  of  Jackson  &  Moreland,  in  the  estimated 
amount  of  $20,000,  for  conducting  certain  engineering

made  to  the  contractor,  that  being  the  actual  contract 
price.

The  contract  of  Thomas  F.  McDonough,  in  the 
amount  of  $19,673.28,  for  architectural  services  in  con- 
nection with  alterations  and  additions  to  Maternity 
Building,  Premature  Unit,  dated  February  2,  1956, 
has  not  as  yet  been  completed.  The  sum  of  $12,740  was 
paid  on  account  to  the  contractor. 

The  contract  of  Anderson,  Beckwith  and  Habile,  in 
the  approximate  amount  of  $2,400,  for  architectural 
services  in  connection  with  alterations  and  repairs  in 
several  areas  of  Administration  Building,  including  the 
establishment  of  a  central  mailing  room,  dated  March  8, 
1956,  has  not  as  yet  been  completed,  and  no  payments 
made  to  the  contractor. 

The  contract  of  P.  J.  Riley  &  Company,  in  the 
amount   of   $3,841.90,   for   repairs   to   damaged   water 
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pipes  in  Thorndike  Building,  dated  April  4,  1956,  was 
completed  and  accepted  and  final  payment  made  to 
the  contractor. 

The  contract  of  R.  J.  Mulhern  Construction  Co.,  Inc., 
in  the  amount  of  $61,791.89  for  alterations  and  renova- 
tions to  Biochemistry  Suite,  dated  April  9,  1956,  and 
amended  October  29,  1956,  has  not  as  yet  been  com- 
pleted. The  sum  of  $51,813.73  was  paid  on  account  to 
the  contractor. 

The  contract  of  Roxbury  Mattress  Corporation,  in 
the  estimated  amount  of  $6,000,  for  mattresses,  pillows 
and  chair  cushions,  dated  April  16,  1956,  has  not  as  yet 
been  completed.  The  sum  of  $2,915.25  was  paid  on 
account  to  the  contractor. 

The  contract  of  Justin  M.  Kearney,  in  the  amount  of 
$15,600,  for  services  as  a  consulting  engineer  in  hospital 
planning  and  plant  operation  for  all  the  institutions 
within  the  Hospital  Department,  dated  April  16,  1956, 
has  not  as  yet  been  completed.  The  sum  of  $11,900  was 
paid  on  account  to  the  contractor. 

The  contract  of  Portland  Elevator  Co.,  Inc.,  in  the 
amount  of  $2,266.92,  for  maintenance  of  elevators,  Vose 
House  A  and  B,  dated  April  30,  1956,  has  not  as  yet 
been  completed.  The  sum  of  $1,700.19  was  paid  on 
account  to  the  contractor. 

The  contract  of  Joseph  and  Nicholas  Bello,  in  the 
amount  of  $24,100,  for  interior  and  exterior  painting 
Out-Patient  Department,  dated  May  4,  1956,  has  not 
as  yet  been  completed.  The  sum  of  $20,605.50  was 
paid  on  account  to  the  contractor. 

The  contract  of  Otis  Elevator  Co.,  in  the  amount  of 
$22,700.28,  for  maintenance  of  Otis  elevators  and  dumb- 
waiters, dated  May  4,  1956,  has  not  as  yet  been  com- 
pleted. The  sum  of  $17,025.21  was  paid  on  account  to 
the  contractor. 

The  contract  of  Westinghouse  Electric  Corporation, 
in  the  amount  of  $3,367.20,  for  maintenance  of  A.  B.  See 
elevators,  dated  May  16,  1956,  has  not  as  yet  been  com- 
pleted. The  sum  of  $2,525.40  was  paid  on  account  to 
the  contractor. 

The  contract  of  Joseph  and  Nicholas  Bello,  in  the 
amount  of  $4,945,  for  painting  Wards  EE  and  HH  in 
the  South  Department,  dated  May  31,  1956,  was  com- 
pleted and  accepted,  and  final  payment  made  to  the 
contractor. 
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The  contract  of  Rossano  Construction  Co.,  Inc.,  in 
the  amount  of  S7, 184.01,  for  proposed  changes  to  accom- 
modate X-Ray  equipment  in  Rooms  T-19  and  G-12, 
ground  floor,  Thorndike  Building,  dated  June  26,  1956, 
and  amended  October  17,  1956,  was  completed  and  ac- 
cepted, and  final  payment  made  to  the  contractor.
